Tba  plaiatiA 
fldkd  to  do  io,  and  in  oonMqoenaa  (on  tba  3Sd  Jana  18S8)  tba  St  Lamaaoa  &  Atlan«)s  Railroad  Co.,  «u 
eompaUad,  fbr  Itl  ofrajROtecUon,  and  to  arable  the  Company  to  uie  their  Road,  to  t^9  tba  wecka  ont  of 
tba  yH««MIW  handa,  aa  antborisad  bjr  tba  oontiaet  and  to  employ  otbar  workman  to  eompleta  tba  worka. 

That  all  tba  worka  dona  and  matariala  fomiabad  for  tba  work*  by  pUintifik,  induding  all  Iba  aateriaU 
left  at  tba  time  tba  oontraet  waa  takon  fitom  tbam,  botb  on  tba  Company'a  grocad  and  alaewbara,  (wranif  tbe 
nataiiaU  bad  baan  good  and  tba  work  well  done.)  did  not  exceed  tbe  anm  of  £893  7a  lid  aa  aet  forth  in 
defendantf'  Ssblbit  No.  1,  but  that  tbe  material*  on  the  ground  were  not  paid  Ibr  by  plaintiflk,  and  tba 
Company  waa  ctmpelled  to  pay  and  did  pay  for  tbam,  and  the  item  for  work  partially  completed  for  Way  de 
Water  Stationa  ebarged  at  tbe  anm  of  £186  waa  only  worth  £40,  and  that  moreover  no  part  thereof  waa 
evar  dellTered  ta  or  reeei^  by  anpellanta,  nor  eould  they  ever  obtain  po**e**ion  of  any  part  of  them,  daliv- 
ery  thereof  having  been  ratbaed  to  tbe  Company  by  the  parUae  having  them  la  pQi*ei*ion. 

nwt  at«B  if  tbe  pkin^ff'  were  al^owad  payment  tu  M  work  donf  and  material*  fumiabed,  and  for  all  th» 
nateriala  which  the  Company  conld  get  into  it*  po**e«*ion  and  were  compelled  to  pay  for  to  the  partiee  fnmiah- 
iagtheaamo,  and  which  plaintilb  have  charged  the  Company  with,  but  never  paid  for  themaalvea,  and  for  all 
tba  partly  flniahed  work  whieb  the  plaintili*  have  charged  for,  bnt  which  the  Company  never  coak)  gat  aor 
aaed,  tba  whole  would  only  amount,  at  their  value,  to  £417  .  7  .  lid,  while  plaintiA  admit  the  paymeat  of 
£4M,  and  that  the  Oonpaay,  on  tbe  urgent  aoltoitationa  of  plaintiff*  for  money,  bad  advanced  a  much  larger 
aum  than  waa  actually  due  to  them, 

Tbe  Itene  waa  joined  by  general  anawen  and  rapUoationa  on  tbe  part  of  plaintifib. 

The  only  quoation  of  law  ariaing  ob*  of  tbe  eridenea  in  tbia  eaaa,  decided  by  the  Court  below  in  render- 
ing judgevent,  waa — whether  tbe  Company  under  the  ibeta  diaeloaod,  waa  warranted  in  taking  tbe  work  out 
of  the  handa  ot  Raepondenta  under  the  olauie  in  the  oontraet  to  that  effect. 

Appellanta  anbmit  that  the  St.  Lawrence  dc  Atlantic  Railroad  Co.,  was  warranted  in  lo  doing. 

Tbe  laat  of  the  work*  were  to  be  oompleted  by  tbe  Ut  November,  1852.  The  work  wa*  bad  and  material* 
bad.  The  plaintiffk,  after  repeated  warning*  and  notifleationa  to  proceed  with  tbe  works  to  completion,  and 
to  employ  a  greater  number  of  men,  neglected  to  do  *o  (although  at  Lennoxville  the  Company  abaolutely 
required  the  uaa  of  the  Way  Station)  and  plaintiff*  were  at  the  aame  time  not  performing  the  work  accord- 
ing to  oontraet.    The  work  was  taken  out  of  plaisitiffs'  hands  on  the  3drd  June,  1893. 

Tba  queation  is  chiefly  one  of  evidence  and  the  Appellanu  culmit  that  the  Court  below  haa  wholly  failed 
to  appreciate  the  evidence  on  both  sides. 

The  fignrea  which  the  learned  judge  handed  to  the  counsel  at  the  time  of  rendering  jadgemeat,  will 
be  foaad  ia  tbe  appendix,  by  wbioh  it  will  boseea  that  even  taking  the  vicw,pf  the  case  tbe  court  then  did, 
the  judgement  ha*  been  rendered  for  the  sum  of  £30  more  than  was  intended,  by  a  wrong  addition  in  the 
amount  of  tbe  diffsrent  itema  allowed  by  the  Court.  It  is  submitted  that  a  great  portion  of  the  Evidaaee  of 
the  plaintiiEi  ia  hearaay,  and  the  caleulation*  as  to  the  value  of  the  work  actually  done  by  plaintifb,  are  baaed, 
not  on  any  personal  knowledge  of  tbe  worka  dene  by  them,  but  on  information  obtained  from  the  plaintiflib 
and  othera,  and  it  is  submitted  that  aa  to  the  damages  and  loss  of  proAta  wffered  or  alleged  to  be  suffered  by 
plaintiffs  by  reaaon  of  the  contract  having  been  taken  from  them,  none  of  tbe  plaintifis'  witnesses  had  ever 
aeen  the  eontraet  nor  knew  peraonally  what  the  works  actually  were  whieb  tbe  plaintiff*  had  contracted  to 
perform,  and  such  of  tbe  plaintifis'  witnesses  as  speak  of  the  specifications)  speak  uf  a  paper  in  the  hand- 
writing of  Fraser,  one  of  the  plaintiA  (but  which  is  in  no  way  proved  to  be  the  actual  specifications  for  the 
work)  and  that  therefore,  they  are  not  in  a  pontion  to  speak  aa  to  such  damage*  or  loss  of  profit* — whereaa. 
Appellants'  witnessea  apsak  from  peraonal  kaowlege,  having  built  similar  Stations  under  more  favorable  cir- 
cumatanoes,  botb  as  to  tbe  prices  of  wages  and  materials.  It  will  be  remarked  that  the  work*  were  taken 
out  of  the  haada  of  the  plaintifb  on&e  23d  June,  and  the  Estimat«s  as  made  by  plaintiffs'  witnessea,  wer» 
not  made  till  the  11th  October,  1853,  alter  the  works  bad  been  oompleted  by  the  Company,  and  that  there  ia 
an  absence  of  legal  proof  that  the  works  actually  valued  by  plaintiffs'  witnesses,  were  performed  by  the  lU- 
apondents.  If  such  wero  the  case,  and  the  Eatimate  aaytbiag  like  a  correct  one,  ii  would  only  tend  to  eon- 
firm  the  testimony  of  Appellants'  witneeses,  that  the  Respondents  in  contracting  to  build  the  Way  Stationa 
at  £215  each,  had  made  a  bad  contract  and  that  even  if  the  Company  were  not  Ingally  justified  in  taking  the 
works  ont  of  plaintiffii'  bonds,  instead  of  this  being  any  damage,  it  was  rather  a  benefit  to  Kespondenta,  aa 
the  Appellanta  have  made  no  clum,  either  for  overpayment  or  for  moniea  expended  in  flnisbiag  tba  worka. 

The  Appellants  submit  however,  that  the  St  Lawrence  &  Atlantic  Railroad  Co.,  bad  just  grounda  to  take 
tbe  works  out  of  the  Respondents  hands,  and  that  the  argument  used  by  tbem  in  the  Court  below,  that  de- 
laya  were  oeeasioned  by  the  Engineers,  is  unproved  to  any  extent,  and  is,  moreover  untenable — there  being 
no  notification  to,  or  protest  against  tbe  Company  by  plaintiib  at  the  time. 

The  Appellants  submit  that  the  evidence  adduced  by  them  in  the  Court  below  (published  in  the  appendix) 
bear*  out  the  pretensions  set  forth  in  their  pleas,  and  that  tbe  Court  below  should  hare  dismissed  pUiatiA' 
action,  and  that  ia  no  case  were  they  entitled  to  any  damages  for  the  loss  of  profits,  wLich  tho  Court  eeti- 
nwted  at  £70.

Coatraotor,  aged  about  43 
yeara,  beiDg  duly  aworn  npoa  the  Holy  ETaagiliit*,  doth  dapote  and  My : 

I  know  all  the  partiea  in  thia  canw.  I  am  not  related,  allied  nr  "'  ^'^  to  any  or  either  of  them,  nor  in- 
tereeted  ia  the  event  of  thia  init.  I  know  Fi«Mr,  one  of  the  ptaintifli,  and  am  in  the  employment  of  the 
defendanta,  and  have  been  ao  ainoe  the  firit  of  May  1868.  I  have  examined  the  eontraete  betwMn  the  Plaia- 
tiA and  the  St.  Lawrtnoe  dt  Atiaatio  Railroad  Company,  fyled  in  thia  cauaeby  the  Defendanta  m  their  Ex- 
hibit No.  "4,"  a  copy  of  which  ia  alM  fyled  by  PlaintiA  in  thia  cauM,  aa  their  Exhibit  No.  "1,"  by  which 
the  PlaintiA  undertook  to  build  for  the  Mid  St.  Lawimce  &  Atlantic  Railroad  Compaay  at  iha  Mowing 
peiioda :—  The  Water  Suiion  at  Windaor,  to  be  completed  on  the  firat  day  of  August  next  after  date  of 
aaid  contract,  to  wit :  Anguat  l*t  1869.  The  Way  dc  Water  Station  at  Lennoxville  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
Sepaamber  then  next.  Way  4i  Water  Station  at  Waterville  on  the  firtt  day  of  October  then  next.  Way 
dtWaterStatioaatCompto&onaamedate,  and  Way  &  Water  Stut'on  near  Baldwin'a  Mill,  TownaSip  of 
Banatoa,  OB  tha  firat  day  of  November  then  next  according  to  the  apecificationi,  for  the  price  of  two  hundred 
and  fifteen  pounds  currency  for  each  Way  Station,  aad  ninety-five  pounda  currency  ibr  Mch  Water  SuUon. 

On  the  firat  of  May  1863  I  wm  employed  by  taid  St.  Lawrence  &  Atlantic  Railroad  Company  m  auperin- 
tendant  of  Bridgca  and  Building*  between  Longueuil  and  Itlaad  Pond,  upon  the  line  of  aaid  Railway,  and 
have  oontinued  ae  aver  aiaco,  in  aaid  oapaeity.    The  Water  Station  at  Windaor,  I  believe,  waa  completed  be- 
fore I  went  into  the  empbyment  of  the  Company.    I  cannot  state  whether  it  wm  completed  according  to 
coatraot,  M  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  it    I  found  the  PlaintiA  in  the  act  of  building  the  Way  Station  at 
Lennoxville,  that  ia,  they  had  partially  completed  it.    I  told  plainti A  to  put  men   on,  and  complete  the 
Lennoxville  Station  at  once,  m  the  Company  wished  to  have  it  completed  for  immediate  um.    I  found  part 
of  the  Verandah  floor  had  been  laid,  and  that  the  joico  (jotita)  was  broken  down.    I  also  found  the  joice 
WM  amaller  than  the  dimensions  specified  in  the  epeoifioation.  via :  they  were  three  inches  by  six,  instead  of 
four  inchM  by  eeven.    I  told  him  to  take  Uiom  out  and  put  in  larger  oom  which  would  be  in  accordaaee 
with  the  speciflMtions.    I  wm  then  abMnt  from  the  work  for  a  week,  and  when  1  returned  to  Leimoxville  I 
found  two  men  at  work  there ;  they  had  put  in  some  joiee  2^  inches  by  seven,  and  had  cut  them  so  short 
that  by  shoving  them  up  the  joice  at  either  end,  they  would  fall.    I  ordered  them  to  take  them  out.    I  in- 
quired where  FraMr  wu.    They  aaid  he  wu  at  Waterville.    I  requeated  him  to  meet  me  there,  Lennox- 
ville, on  the  third  or  fourth  day  afterwards.    He  did  not  come.    I  then  went  to  Waterville  to  sm  him.    I 
told  him  1  had  instructions  from  the  company  to  put  on  men  and  finish  np  the  work,  but    that  I  did  not 
want  to  do  it,  and  that  he  had  better  put  on  men  and  finish  the  work.    He  promised  to  do  so,  but  did  not. 
I  went  to  him  wveral  timn,  to  no  avail,  he  often  promised,  but  did  nothing.    Thia  converMtion  alluded  to 
the  Sutiona  at  Lennoxvillo,  Waterville,  Coaticook.  But  I  more  particularly  requHted  him  to  flniah  the  Len- 
noxville Station  firat,  M  the  track  wm  laid  there,  and  the  Company  required  to  um  it    I  put  no  men  o^  the 
work  until  plaintiA  got  hie  (their)  dismissal  from  the  Company.    This  waa  some  time  in  the  month  of  June. 
I  handed  him  the  letter  of  diamisMi  myself.    The  paper  now  shown  me.  plaintiA'  Exhibit  No.  Mvca  ia  the 
aame,  h  I  believe,  to  be  the  letter  I  refer  to.    I  then  put  men  on  the  Station  to  finish  it.    Some  portions  of 
the  work  at  tha  Lennoxville  Station  was  well  enough,  and  some  of   it  wm  poor,  both  aa  to  materials  and 
vorkmaaahip.    The  roof  I  found  poor.    The  contract  required  pine  shingles,  18  inchM  long  and  laid  4} 
InchM  to  the  wMther.     I  found  that  spruce  shinglM  were  used  meMuring  16  inchM,   and  laid  6,  6  and  7 
inchM  to  the  wMther,  causing  the  roof  to  leak  badly,  and  we  were  compelled  to  got  shinglM  and  repair  the 
rooi^    but  could  not   make    a  good  job  of  it  then.    The  architraves  were  to  have  been  six  inchM,  8  incli 
Aured.    I  found  only  a  plain  skirting,  only  four  and  a  half  indwa  wide;    the  loeka  were  to  have  been  ear- 
penter'a  loeka,  I  found  email  iron  locks,  and  all  out  of  repair  excepting  one ;    the  office  door  waa  to  be  a 
aaah  door,  opening  into  two  halvM  in  the  centre,  which  door  we  removed  and  put  in  a  new  one ;   we  also 
had  to  take  down  a  portion  of  the  chimney  and  rebuild  it ;  the  boards,  by  the  apeeifioationa  of  the  ontaide, 
were  to  have  been  inch  boards,  tongued  and  grooved,  doubled,  that  is,  two  boarda  one  inch  thick,  but  there 
WM  only  ono  thiokncM  6f  boardF^  and  they  had  been  put  on  green,  and  had  ahmnk  ao  much  that  we  were 
«,bliged  to  remove  them  repair  them  and  put  them  on  again.    I  do  not  believe  that  any  man  could  make  one

It  woald 
iMTa  aaat  mom  to  kava  flaiahad  tka  Way  Station  at  LannoaiviUt  aoaocding  to  tka  original  plan  and  apaeiflaa- 
tioB  ihas  it  wwald  to  flaiak  it  in  tka  maaotr  it  no«r  ia.  Thar*  ia  an  altaiaiion  tnn  the  original  apacUntioa 
In  tka  imndartwi,  but  I  do  not  know  by  wkoso  ordora  it  waa  dona  s  tka  original  apaoiftMtion  apaeiftad  that 
Aa  feuadatioa  wu  to  ba  ItiiflT  atona  aaMaiy.  ftwa  and  »  kai(  fwt  iw4«r  Vowfii,  and  tha  foondatloa  aa 
aatoally  built  ia  now  on  Mdar  poata,  namb«ring,  I  think,  thirty  or  thirty-four ;  th*  price  of  tha  oadar  poato 
and  patting  tkam  in  wocld  eott  about  flve  pound* — and  the  (tone  foundation  aoeording  to  tha  apaeiileatioaa 
would  coat  at  l*aat  nin*t*an  pound*.  Th*  mtaonry,  that  i*  the  buiUiog  of  the  wall  alone,  auppoting  that 
all  the  aMterial*  kad  b«aa  on  the  ground,  would  eoat  more  than  tha  foandation  a*  it  now  itandi,  aon*i*ting 
of  e*dai  poat*.  Aeooidiag  to  the  prioM  I  have  paid  mytelf  for  building  aoeh  wall  or  ma*onry  it  would  coot  aina 
doUaiB  and  tea  eenta  mere  to  lay  the  wall  without  counting  tka  eoat  for  laying  the  *toDes  on  th*  ground.  In  my 
aatimato  of  what  it  would  oo*t  to  build  theio  Way  and  Water  Station*  I  include  thoi*,  all  thoM  *tation*  whiek 
tka  Pkintiflh  nodartook  to  ku)d.  There  waa  no  Water  Station  built  at  LaanosviUe ;  the  frame  for  a  water 
alatioB  waa  |p>li  out  and  on  tha  ground  at  Lenmnrille,  and  wa*  nearly  if  not  altogether  framed.  I  made  aa 
aatimat*  of  die  ralua  of  the  timber  and  tka  work  done  upon  tho  frame,  and  Mtimated  the  value  at  twenty 
ponnda.  In  all  my  MtimatM  made  of  tha  work  done  and  material*  furniahed  by  the  PlaintiSii  for  th*  Saint 
Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company  under  aaid  contract,  at  the  time  the  work  waa  taken  out  of  their 
band*,  I  allowed  an  additional  flftaen  per  cent  over  and  abore  what  I  conaidered  a  fair  price  and  value  for 
anoh  work  and  material*.  I  have  examined  the  paper  writing  filed  in  thi*  oauae  a*  "Defendant*'  Exhibit  No. 
1,"  and  that  ia  the  Mtimate  I  made  of  all  the  work  of  tha  work  done,  and  of  the  material*  furm*h*d  by 
Plaintiil*  to  the  Saint  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company,  under  the  aaid  contreot,  amounting 
£9Si  7  11,  and  thi*  include*  the  fllteen  per  cent  over  what  I  considered  the  actual  value  of  *aid  materi- 
al*. Tha  first  two  item*  in  taid  account  for  the  Windaor  Station  I  did  not  oatimate,  aa  the  work  waa  flaiah- 
ad bafbre  I  baoame  anparintandant,  and  the  full  contract  price  for  the  Water  Station  allowed,  and  alao  the 
oharga  for  the  water  Tank  there,  a*  mad*  in  Plaintifb'  Exhibit  No.  4.  At  the  time  when  the  plaintiHb  war* 
diaoharged  ttom  Mid  work*  the  rtondition  of  the  Way  and  Water  Statiotf  at  WatarviUo  was  aa  follow*:— 
Tke  Water  Station  wm  framed  and  raiaed,  rongh-boarded  and  shingled,  and  tha  water  tank  plaeed  in  it. 
There  wu  nothing  done  to  the  Way  Station  there,  nor  wa*  th*ro  any  matoriala  on  the  ground  for  it.  Tnora 
wu  soma  window  aaah,  doors,  couple  (coupling)  block*,  door  (lrame«,and  some  window  frames,  in  Mr.  Fjandera' 
akop  at  Watorville,  but.with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  of  the  coupling  block*,  and  a  f*w  of  the  window  and 
door  framee,  aneh  work  and  material*  wa*  (were)  not  according  to  contract ;  the  coupling  block*  were  too  small 
and  the  doora  nearly  a  foot  ahorter  than  the  plan.  The  Company  besides  never  got  possession  of  any  of 
tkoM  things  from  Flandem*  shop,  they  refused  to  let  the  company  have  thorn  for  the  reason  that  the  plain- 
tiA  owed  him,  and  that  he  would  not  let  tUcm  go  until  he  was  paid.  Supposing  that  the  material*  and 
partly  finished  work  at  the  Waterville  Station  had  been  good  and  had  been  made  according  to  the  said  *pa- 
dfleation*,  th*ir  value  wotdd  not  have  amounted  to  forty  pound*  ourraney.  I  made  that  estimate  of  their 
value,  allowing  fifteen  per  eaat  additional,  m  set  forth  in  Defendants'  Exhibit  No.  2.  I  allowed  forty 
pounds  in  my  estimate  for  tha  materiala  and  labor  don*  at  Waterville,  cud  that  waa  a  very  large  allowance. 

Tha  situation  of  tha  PUiatiSi  worka  at  Coatieook,  when  tiie  work*  were  taken  out  of  their  hand*,  wa*  a* 
Callows : — Tha  Way  Station  waa  about  half  framed,  part  only  of  the  materials  were  on  the  ground  for  the 
frame,  and  another  part  which  Lad  been  got  out,  as  I  understood,  by  Mr.  Baldwin,  but  he  would  not  deliver 
it,  that  is,  the  portion  that  waa  lacking,  unlaw  I  would  psM  my  word  that  he  should  be  paid  for  it.  The 
Company  afterwarda  gave  ma  a  hundred  dollars  or  thereabout,  which  I  paid  o  ver  to  them  (him. )  In  iiiet,  tho 
pUintifi*  paid  nothing  ibr  the  material*  deliTcred  at  the  Coatieook  Station.  That  part  of  the  materiala  on 
tike  ground  at  Coatieook  were  taken  and  paid  for  by  Mr.  McFarlaine,  who  built  the  Station  at  Coatieook  and 
paid  the  partiea  who  furniahed  tha  aame,  and  oa  I  have  already  *atd,  the  Company  paid  for  such  material*  *• 
waia  afterwarda  retjnirad,  and  war*  not  delivered  on  the  ground,  at  the  tisM  tha  contract  waa  taken  out  of 
their  handr  In  tke  estimate  I  gave  the  Plaintifis  I  allowed  them  all  the  materiala  which  were  upon  the 
ground,  aa  if  they  had  paid  for  it,  but  it  turned  out  aiterivard*  that  the  Plaintitfs  had  not  paid  for  it,  and  it 
wu  paid  for  by  BIr.  Mcf  arlaina  and  tha  Company.  The  plaintiff*  had  don*  nothing  at  Compton ;  a  brick 
atatioa  ha*  aince  bean  built  I  cannot  My  whether  the  work*  were  finished  in  a*  economical  a  manner  a* 
the  plaintm  might  po**ibly  have  dona  it.  I  only  mw  tha  manner  ia  which  they  conducted  their  butinoM 
from  tha  ftrat  of  May  when  I  webt  there,  up  to  their  dismissal.  Tha  plaintifis  in  this  cauae  might  of  (have) 
finiabed  tho  Lennoxville  Station  from  the  time  1  went  on  to  the  worlc  up  to  the  time  thoy  were  diamiseed. 
A  brick  Water  Station  wm  afterward*  built  at  Compton,  a  way  and  Watar  Station  of  briek,  Waterville,  and 
tka  aame  at  Coatieook.  My  opinion  is  that  the  Plaintifi  would  of  (have)  suffered  more  damage,  if  they 
kad  been  compelled  to  finiah  their  contract,  than  by  having  tha  work  taken  oat  of  tkeir  hand*.  If  th*  plain- 
tiflk  had  finiabed  their  contract  aa  they  were  bound  to  do,  they  mu*t,  from  the  price*  they  took  tke  work  at, 
of  (hata)  loat  money  at  lewt  to  tha  amount  of  £1^0.  I  am'not  awaro  whetbet  tha  Plaintifik,  between  tke 
Arat  of  hUf,  and  tk*  tioM  thay  wen  diaekargad,  ware  Botifiad  by  any  other  poiaon  to  prooaad  with  tha 
work*.

Animr.—f  abould  have  itated  (run  fifteen  to  thirty  |ier  cent.  I  eannot  tell  bow  macb  Mgher  the  esti- 
mate  of  the  work  ht  Lennoxville  in  the  lacond  cttimata  i*  than  the  first,  without  a  oaleulation.  In  making 
my  aeeond  estimate  I  added  from  fifteen  to  thirty  per  cent  over  the  actual  value  of  the  worka  done  by  the 
Plaintif*  for  the  Baint  Lawrenee  and  Atlantic  Kailroad  Company,  hofung  by  ancb  a  liberal  eatimato  the 
aettlement  migh(  tte  arrived  at  between  plaintiffs  and  defendant*.

Is  that  the  same  timber  aa  yon  refer  to  aa 
having  bean  retained  by  Ualdwin  until  the  company  paid  for  it? 

Aiuwer.—li  waa  not  nawn  timber  bnt  boards.  They  ore  not  the  aame.  The  boarda  which  were  Uken 
away  were  seasoned  boards  and  piled  up  and  covered. 

Qitsariea Whs^e  did  you  get  tbo  plan,  "Defeadant'a  Exhibit  A."? 

^nraer.'— There  was  »  speeifieation  put  into  my  handa  when  I  waa  appointed  auparintendenl  of  the  worka. 
I  am  not  aura  whether  this  is  the  one  or  not." 
QHastjoa.— Is  this  signed  by  any  peraon  } 

ilaawer.— I  don't  know  whether  this  is  signed  or  not,  but  one  given  to  me  I  believe  was  aigned.  Upon 
examining  I  find  it  is  not  signed. 

QiMstJoa.— Did  yen  not  receive  from  Mr.  Fraaer,  one  of  the  plaintia,  tba  speeifieatioaa  which  were  ftir- 
nished  them  for  their  work  ? 

i4N«aier.— I  recollect  one  day  at  Waterville  when  eoming  on  to  the  workst  aaking  for  a  apedfieation,  aa  I 
had  not  mine  with  me,  and  he  (;avo  me  tho  •pecifioation,  and  when  I  examined  the  apedficatian  I  found  that 
their  work  waa  not  aooording  to  the  apemfloatioa*. 
Qiiesl^. — Did  yon  ever  give  it  back  to  him  ? 

Gnawer  .—If  I  remember  right  the  specification  waa  in  hie  own  hand-writing,  aad  I  think  I  gave  it  back 
to  bim  iatkiediately.

— I  think,  for  a  rough  guess,  without  making  an  eatimata,  it  would  coat  to  build  such  a  Way  Sta- 
tion u  that,  about  three  bnndred  and  twenty-five  pounds,  and  for  a  Wator  Station,  raeh  as  thoae  deaeribed 
in  tha  apedficalion,  aeveaty-five  povnd*.

I  know  the  puitiea  i(i  tkU  oauie,  j[, una  not  r«l«(e4«  allied  or  of  kin,  to  any  or  either  of  tbem,  nor  intcreated 
in  the  Ofeatnf  thiaaait.  f  am  tatlKaerrieeof  tkedefendsntvintkia  oaoae.  I  Muember  the  ttme  the  plain- 
tiff* were  working  on  the  Railroad  Station  at  t<eanosviUe,  te  the  St.  Lawraaoo  tad  Attactie  RaUroad  Com- 
pany. TMa  waa  i«  May  or  June  one  thonaaad  eight  hoodrod  and  fifty-three.  I  waa  then  in  the  employ  of 
the  aaid  St.  Lawtenoe  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company,  voder  Jamaa  Qordon,  who  wu  then  Bnperintendent 
of  Bridgea  and  Buitdinga  on  aaid  roo^,  I  wa*  aent  abuut  the  middle  of  June,  by  aaid  Qofdon,  to  wwrk  on 
the  Way  Stati(Ui  at  Loanoxvil^.  Joaoph  Hudog^  JTredrriek  Jotdan  and  Henry  McForlaae,  carpentera  aad 
jaiaeTa  alao  worked  with  me.  The  work  on  aaid  Station  bad  been  takra  away  from  the  plaintiflk,  and  wo 
weio  put  on  the  wgck.io  itniah  th»6iatiott. 

QiMtHan. — In  what  «mdition  did  you  find  the  Station  when  you  wwat  ttere,  and  what  waa  the  quality  of 
the  worit? 

AntKtr.-fVft  fouad  aome  of  the  jtHat*  of  (he  verandah  broken  dowo,  mt  being  adlf^ntly  atroag.  The 
loof  wpa  leaking  and  we  repaired  it  aa  muek  aa  we  conld  with  new  riiiaglea,  bnt  we  could  not  make  a  good 
job  of  it.  Tbo  ahingiea  pot  on  by  tke  plaintiSh  wer«  i^uce  ahiagteo  and  were  laid  irregularly  aad  too  fhr 
to  the  weather.  We  found  the  ontaide  of  tho  Station  oovered  with  a  eheettng  of  ono'inim  boarda,  tongued 
and  grooved.  The  toaguea  were  shrank  out  of  the  groorea  baoauae  the  boards  had  been  put  on  green.  We 
had  to  take  thvm  all  qS,  that  ia  all  the  ontaide  aheeting.and  pat  them  on  again  and  tighten  them  down.  We 
had  also  to  take  (,ff  «U  the  pilasiera  and  corner  blocks,  aud  put  them  on  again,  aa  ^ey  were  badly  put  on.  I 
don't  know  who  fi'Vt  Utem  on  the  Srat  time. 

Qut$tion.-'V  •  you  know  who  were  the  parties  who  had  agreed  to  build  the  Way  Station  at  LennosTiUo, 
befotO  you  went  there?  -   ,. .. 

Amtwer.-^l  uidiuatood  it  waa  Mr.  Fraaor  oftd  Nalaon.  I  aee  now  hare  Mr.  Fraaet,  who  waa  one  of  thn 
parties  aa  I  undctwtood.  I  know  him  by  sight.  We  had  to  take  off  the  window  framea  before  we  could 
punch  out  tho  I  itiia  to  get  off  the  aaid  aiweting,  and  when  wo  got  the  window  eaaea  off  we  found  that  the  in- 
side frame  waa  a^.tached  to  inaide  (hune,  in  aome  (plaeea)  b}  one  nail  aome  by  two  nail*  and  aome  by  noue 
at  all.  ao  that  wS>sn  the  oaaea  (eaaiaga)  were  taken  off  the  inaide  frame  fell  back  into  the  wall. 

When  we  took  off  the  enmer  bloeka  we  wen  ordered  to  bevel  them  bock  on  iad>  and  a  half,  so  as  to 
form  a  aqnan  ojf  i.hne  iDchea,  as  when  the  two  beada  caito  together.  I  do  not  know  what  tho  apeciflcationa 
w»»e.

Qwatfea— Waa  the  work  you  ibaad  tkan  done  o»  tho  aaid  Way  Station  at  LonaoxvlUa  parfoimed  ia  a 
watkmanUke  mannar  or  not?

I  know  the  defendants  in  this  canae.I  am  not  related,  allied  or  of  kin  to  any  or  nthei  Of  them.  In  thelt. 
service,  nor  interested  in  the  erent  of  this  anlt,  IbaTofor  1k»  last  three  years,  wwAed  fo*  the  OtMul 
Trunk  Railway  Company,  most  ot  the  time  under  Ae  anperintehdanee  of  Jamee  Gordon.  I  went  to  work  W 
the  Lenno»»llle  Station  00  the  tUNi  day  of  July,  I  thlnh  four  years  ago,  bnt  I  cannot  Wl  eaaetly.  1  nnder- 
stood  that  Mr.  Fraaer  had  been  buildiugiJie  Station,  and  that  the  work  had  been  uhm  away  fcom  him« 
Wm.  Pearson,  Fred.  Jordan,  and  I  think  Peter  Pearson,  were  them  te  work  befi>re  1  wont  there. 

Questton— How  long  before  you  wont  there  did  th^  go  to  work  on  the  said  Station  ? 

AHDwer.—l  cannot  tell  exactly,  but  they  wont  *e»  befure  Idld.  J[  Alnk  Uiey  went  there  about  tbetren- 
tiothdayof  June,  but  1  cannot  speak  poaittwly,  it  la  »(si«ih  a)  long  tlmo  ago.  Wbeu  I  went  there  they 
had  just  begun  to  take  down  Uio  sheathing  ontaide.  They  had  b»»n  working  on  the  rough  <»oof)  before,  an* 
had  been  fixing  np  inside,  rcparing  the  floor.  I  think  the  roujjh  (roof)  was  covered  with  spmce  ahinglaa, 
but  cannot  eajf  esaetJy.  f  asslated  in  taking  off  aheathlng  ooWldo ;  It  waa  single  ahoathiug,  only  one  tW*- 
nese  of  !j<Mntds,  tengued  and  grooved. 

Qa«<io«.-*.What  waa  the  condltfan  of  thit shoathaig  when  you  began  to  take  it  off? 

Annoer.—l  belicTe  it  was  pine  ahoatbini?,  and  was  put  on  green.  We  took  it  off  because  it  had  shrMk 
so  88  to  draw  the  tongues  out  of  the  grooves  (of)  eome  of  them. 

QHeition.—ln  what  condition  did  jou  find  the  Verwidah,  when  yon  went  there  ? 

iliuieer.— When  I  went  there  we  had  to  tajkn^edheatbing  offoTcr  head  and  tighten  it|  we  had  to  take 
of  (off)  the  casing  off  the  post  and  case  It  o»er.  It  waa  pot  on  with  the  green  Inmber.  The  ioor  was  pnrt- 
Ly  made  of  {daned  and  part  of  uaptaned  boaide,  and  I  remember  that  a  eonple  of  the  ahnpeni  were  brolvn. 
The  floor  in  the  station  wns  not  fixed  before  I  wob»  there,  thereibre  I  cannot  aay  anything  about  it.  The 
ca|Ntol  around  the  verandah  wo  had  to  take  off  andi  put  on  again.  The  work  when  I  went  there,  waa  not 
Tory  good,  ff  it  bad  bean,  we  woaW  not  have  had  t«  flt  U  mi*.  I  do  not  know  what  On  week  iiad  hMt 
when  it  waa  first  made;  by  fte  appeafance  of  M>*  w«*  giewi  Jw»ber  moat  ha*e  been  uaed.  I  da  sot  Adak 
that  I  (a)  alngle  atiek  of  seas<»ed  Inmber  had  bees  t»*ed.  I  worked  nyself  then,  about  ft  moijUk,  with  th« 
other  pirtiee  mentioned  above.  After  1  IliUsbed  wnk  ftt  LoBMXvilb,  I  went  to  WattwUle  to  work  kt  Mr. 
McFarlane,  who  made  the  Water  Station  there.

I  should  think  thtt  a  party  must  have  lost  money  to  bnUd 
such  a  Way  Statiott  attliat  time,  nt  the  »«mof  two  hundred  and  twen^-9ve  pownds}  at  leaat  they  could 
not  have  m«de  nnoh,  and  I  d*  not  believe  they  could  have  done  so  without  toeing  money.  My  impresaion 
ia  A»t  the  8«atfwi  at  I^fcosviUo  was  finished  Ireforo  I  went  toCoaticook  to  work;  it  waa  about  the  middlo 
of  May,  M53.

jUwper.-tNidaun  I  diA^ot  conaider  any  workman  at  alt.  Ftaaer  waa  better  tbanMelaoa ;  he  uadetatood 
a  good  deal  about  work,  but  was  not  mueh  of  a  workmsn. 

C«oa»-Exii«»K».— 1  sbo|»ld  think  that  it  would  take  about  twelve  daya  work  to  tighten  the  sheathing 
on  the  W»y  Station  at  LennwtriUe.  The  buJding  was  about  30  X  26  feet.  I  i^ever  worked  a  greet  ae..l 
at  the  earpeater>  boaineaa  bi^we  I  went  to  work  for  plaiatifli.  J  had  worked  about  6  ywr*  at  tbe  cabinet 
bosineaa ;  I  aefcvcd  aregolar  apprentlceabip  thereto.  I  had  worked  only  about  »lj  mant:h8  at  the  earpentw's 
huKioes*  at  tho  lime  I  had  never  taken  any  contract  for  building  au)  buUding,  ndther  had  I  built  aav 
building  at  tbat  time.

QH«M^.~Why  oannot  yon  make  a  ahjtUar  or  equally  correct  estimate  from  memory  at  this  time  ? 

>ln«#»r.— Well,  there  is  considerable  amount  of  flgoring  to  be  done  as  to  the  amount  of  lumber  required 
to  b«1M  saeh  a  huitdtng.  and  it  would  take  ipme  time  to  do  It.  Mr.  Praser  bad  charge  of  tbe  work  at  Len- 
noxvlUe.  that  ia  both  Fraaer  and  Nelson  were  there,  but  Pmaer  seemed  to  take  the  principal  im%  of  the 
HUUMgAmeiA.  What  work  Idld  at  LonnoxviUe  I  inteodwi  to  do  in  »  workmanlike  manner,  and  1  think  I 
did  ao.  Mlf<  Idndeey,-— I  think  his  first  name  waa  Dow— waa  foreman  ;  a  man  by  the  name  of  dmith  work- 
ed  there ;  1  think  bis  drat  namo  *««  Charles ;  John  Bltsa  worked  there  part  of  the  time.

The  cron-examioation  of  thia  witnesa  w«a  postponed  and  on  tUie  the  13th  day  of  March  18S8,  the  witneaa 
raappeared  and  bia  oroaa-examinatlon  waa  eontlnqed  aa  fellowsi : 

^tuvtr-. — I  now  produce  a  atatement  marked  Aia>  and  signed  by  me,  aho  wing  that  the  cost  of  such  a  build- 
ing aa  the  Leonoxville  station  woqld  cost  thirteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars,  if  built  according  to  speei- 
ficatiQDi, 

Qualion, — How  do  you  arrive  at  the  cost  of  the  inattrial*  in  your  atatement  ? 

4-nfwer, — The  coat  ia  what  I  know  to  be  the  price  of  snob  materials  ever  aince  I  had  anything  to  do  with 
auoh  work.  I  don't  think  lumber  has  varied  ia  pricea  much  since  1852.  I  believe  nail*  were  worth  five  doU 
lars  per  hundred  pounds,  at  Lennoxville  at  timt  time. 

QueitioH. — Mow  do  you  make  up  your  cstiraate  of  three  hundred  dollar*  for  lathing,  plaatering,  and  paint- 
ing? 

AnaiBor. — Well,  I  put  it  down  there  aa  an  approximate  sum  for  that  work.  I  do  not  believe  it  could  be 
done  for  less  than  that  sum.     I  do  not  think  the  windows  could  be  doae  for  less  than  twelve  dollars. 

(^iwiion. — How  do  you  make  out  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  your  estimate,  as  the  price  of  labor  ? 

.^r.*«ii<r.— It  waa  a  lump  sum,  got  by  taking  a  certain  number  of  carpenters  being  at  work,  and  giving  them 

a  certain  time  for  finishing  it  at  the  usual  rate  of  wages.    The  building  was  not  chiefly    constructed  under 

the  auparintcndcnce  of  Mr.Ozowaki.    The  frame  was  only  pat  op,  and  the  work  done  by  them  waa  condcmn- 

,e4Jig];.)!n*,  llj^tieve  before  any  part  was  finisboil.    "^ 

Quulion, — Did  you  not  inform  Hr.  Fraaer,  one  of  the  plaintiCs,  some  time  after  he  left  the  work,  that  you 
had  been  induced  to  take  the  work  out  of  his  hands,  on  the  representation  of  Mr.  J.   A.   Gordon,  a   witnesa 
previoualy  examined,  or  something  to  that  ''SlBct  I 
AnitKr. — I  have  no  recollection  of  doing  to. 

Qmttion. — Did  you  not,  after  the  work  had  been  taken  out  of  plaintiffs'  hands,  offer  to  Mr.  Fraaer,  one  of 
the  plaintiffs,  on  behalf  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Atlantic  llailway  Company,  the  aum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounda,  in  settlement  of  the  account  between  the  plaintiffs  and  the  said  Company? 
Afutoer. — I  do  not  remember  of  having  done  so. 
QMe«(tott, — Did  you  ever  make  him  any  offer  ? 

Antieer. — I  had  aeveral  conversations  with  Mr.  Fraaer  alter  the  work  was  taken  out  of  bia  hands,  and  it 
ia  poaaible  I  may  have  made  him  an  offer  of  settlement.  1  do  not  know  whether  I  did  or  not.  I  remember 
that  there  waa  an  attempt  at  arbitration,  but  it  fell  through  from  some  cause  or  other. 

QuMftott. — Did  you  not,  in  Montreal,  offer  to  write  a  letter  for  the  plaintifla,  promising  to  pay  the  plain- 
tiff* one  huadred  and  fifty  pounds  in  rcttlemsnta  for  work   done  along  the  line  ? 

Anmeer. — I  have  no  recollection  of  it  whatever.  At  the  time  I  went  on  to  the  work  at  Lennoxville,  part 
c.  tt.v  foundation  of  the  Way  Station  was  covered  up  and  pirt  was  not,  aud  it  was  on  biy  finding  the  foundation 
in  the  atate  I  have  mentioned  in  ray  examination  in  chief,  that  made  me  more  particular  in  my  examination, 
aad  the  foundation  was  uncovered  and  raudo  rijtht.  I  am  sure  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Fraaer,  one  of  the  plaintiffs, 
about  taking  tho  work  out  of  his  hands,  before  I  wrote  the  letter  mentioned  by  me  in  my  examintoion  in 
chief.  I  ipoke  to  him  of  thia  aeveral  times  before  I  wrote  to  him.  I  forget  the  particular  place,  but  it  vras  some- 
where on  the  line.  I  have  no  distinct  recollection  about  it,  but  I  think  one  of  the  times  was  at  Waterville. 
I  am  not  aware  that  there  were  any  delay*  on  the  part  of  the  company  in  preparing  the  ground  for  Way  and 
Water  Stations  to  be  built  by  the  plaintiffii.  I  do  not  know  why  the  Water  Station  was  not  built  at  Lsn- 
noxville.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  plaintiffs  were  ordered  nut  to  build  the  Water  Station  ;  they  might 
have  been  by  Mr.  Ozowski,  but  I  do  not  think  they  wer^  by  mc.  There  has  not  been  any  Water  Station 
built  there  since.  I  am  not  aware  whether  there  is  any  difficulty  in  getting  water  at  Lennoxville  Station  or 
not.  Mr  Fraser,  one  of  the  plaintiffs,  has,  I  believe,  been  employed  on  the  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
way Company,  between  Richmond  and  Quebec.  I  was  not  on  that  part  of  the  line  at  the  time  ho  was  at 
work  there,  and  cannot  tpoak  of  the  quality  of  the  work. 

Rs-ExiKiNATiox. — I  think  I  could  approximately  state  the  difference  in  the  value  of  tho  Lennoxville 
Aution  aa  now  built,  and  the  lilstimato  I  have  made,  marked  A,  a,  but  I  could  not  without  examining  the 
biiUding  for  that  purpose :  and  further  saith  not.

MERRin  GkiEDOW,  of  the  Town  of  Sherbrooke,  iu  the  Dlstiict  of  St.  Francis,  being  duly  sworn  saith : 

I  know  the  parties  in  this  cause,  I  am  not  related,  allied,  or  o(  kin  to  any  or  either  of  them,  in  their  serrice, 
nor  interested  in  the  eTent  of  this  suit.  I  am  a  cariwnter  by  trade,  and  I  am  now  contractor,  building  bridgee 
for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  during  the  wincer  of  1851,  and  the  snmmer  of  1862.  I  remember  well  I 
began,  the  year  the  cars  run  out  of  Richmond,  to  build  some  Way  and  Water  Stations  at  Upton  and  Acton 
fiw  the  then  S*.  Lawrence  and  Atlaulio  Railway  Company,  on  the  line  now  occupied  by  the  debadants. 

The  only  diffeienee  between  the  Way  Stations  I  built  there,  and  the  manntfir  in  whioh  they  are  built,  is 
tiiat  there  waa  no  verandah  on  the  back  of  the  Way  Sutions  I  built,  as  there  is  at  Lennoaville,  bnt  at  the 
back  of  those  I  built  there  were  privies  instead  of  the  verandah,  and  there  are  no  privies  at  the  station  in 
Lennoxville.  I  think  it  would  cost  two  pounds  more  to  build  the  verandah  as  at  Lennoxville,  than  to  build 
the  privies  as  I  did  at  Upton  and  Acton. 

Question. — What  would  it  coat  to  have  built,  in  the  year  of  1862  at  Lennoxville,  a  Way  Sution  sneh  aa 
you  built  the  year  previous  at  Upton  and  Action,  and  such  a  one  as  is  actually  bnilt  at  Lennoxville.  without 
indnding  any  profits  to  the  contractor } 

Answer. It  is  a  hard  question  to  answer  at  that  time,  but  I  could  tell  nearly  the  amount  for  the  last  two 

or  three  years,  and  during  the  year  I  bnilt  myself;  according  to  the  apeciSeatiun  I  built  mine  by,  it  would 
have  cost  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds,  that  is  the  actual  outlay.  I  conld  not  aay  what  it  would 
cost  as  it  is  bnilt  at  Lennoxville,  because  I  have  never  seen  it,  that  ia  because  I  have  iiot  seen  the  specification 
of  it,  but  I  Lave  seen  the  building  a  thousand  times. 

QuesHon.— What  would  it  have  cost  to  have  built  such  a  sUtion  as  is  actually  built  at  Lenncxville  at  the 
time  yon  built  yonrs  ? 

Aiuwer. — ^That  is  a  question  I  cannot  answer,  as  I  never  saw  the  specifications. 

QwM<t'on. From  your  knowledge  of  the  building  as  actually  erected,  could  it  have  been  built  without  loss 

to  the  contractor,  for  the  scm  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  pounds  ? 

An«tr«r. — I  do  not  think  it  could. 

Queslion. — How  much  profit  do  contractors  generally  intend  to  put  into  their  tenders  when  they  give  in 
their  amount  to  perform  certain  works  ? 

Antioer. I  always  consider  about  twenty  or  twentj-five  per  cent  is  what  contractors  put  into  their  tenders, 

but  I  have  sometimes  made  more,  and  sometimes  I  have  made  less. 

Ckoss-Examined. — I  think  I  paid  in  the  year  of  1 861 ,  twenty-two  shillings  and  six  ponce  a  cwt.,  for  nails. 
I  should  think  for  windows  of  that  kind,  that  u,  the  glass,  sash,  painting,  and  glaaing,  would  cost  from  three 
dollars  and  a  half  to  four  dollars  each. 

Question. — How  many  shingles  would  it  take  to  cover  the  roof  of  that  kind  at  Lennoxville,  supposing  the 
building  to  bo  twenty  by  fifty,  allowing  for  the  ordinary  projection  of  the  roof? 

Anneer. — I  should  think  it  vrould  take  aboot  sixteen  thousand  of  the  short  shingles,  and  about  thirteen 
thoumtnd  of  the  long  shingles. 

The  witncsi  upon  having  beard  the  foregoing  depoaition  read,  he  declares  the  same  to  contain  the  truth, 
persists  therein  and  hath  signed.
